At the end of the course, stu- 
dents will receive Red Cross Nu- 
trition certificates and also become 
entitled to Join the Volunteer Bur- 
eau of Civilian Defense as a Nutri- 
tion Aid. ^

the class at Dr. D. B. Young's office 
in Junior College or Miss Kirkpat- 
rick's ofllce in Building B. room 
23. The first class will meet Febru- 
ary 17, at 2:30 p.m. in room 12 
of Building A, 2026 G Street, NW.

change scheduled to remain open 
for only one more week, Dli^or 
Jim Bacon yesterday sent out a 
frantic call for more books, particu- 
larly those used In law. scletMpi. and 
English literature courses. 

So far, according to Baco^ the 
business at the Book Exchange, 
located in Building F at 20th and 
G Sts., has been comparatlvtiy 
slack. Less than 200 booka. being 
brought in by students. Gron Mies 
are hovering around the $200 ipark. 

"We'vt got all kinds of bopin.'’ 
said Bacon, “anything from Aafdiy- 
lus to Zaragueta. They cover all the 
subjects offered at the University.’’ 
Many Booka on Hand 

Among the booka in stock for 
which there is wide student de- 
mand' are Psychology texts by 
Woodworth and by Valentine, Pub- 
lic Speaking books by Sanford and 
Yeager, and Freshman English 
books. In addition there are many 
other books no longer used here 
as official texts. “These, however, 
are very useful for collateral read- 
ing to supplement regular class as- 
signments," said Bacon. 

The biggest turnovers have been 
in the English, Psychology, and 
Law departments. In other courses, 
particularly foreign languages, the 
texts have been changed so often 
that up-to-date books are more 
scarce. 

Reduced Overhead Helps Btudents 

At the Book Exchange students 
are able to save a considerable 
amount on their books, because 
overhead is reduced through Hhe 
saving in rent and taxes< 

The middleman is eliminated 
through (he cooperative system used 
at the exchange. The workings of 
the system are simple: a student 
brings the books he has used dur- 
ing the past semester to the ex- 
change. where he sets a value on 
the book. When the book Is sold, 
he receives his asking price, minus 
a 20% commission to the book- 
store. Thus. 90% of the high costs 
due to middlemen are erased. 

Tilt commission received by the 
exchange Is given to the Student 
Council which in turn includes It 
In the activity fund for needful 
student groups. 

At present, the bookstore Is be- 
ing run by Jim Bacon and his as- 
sistant. Bill Meeks. Another assist- 
ant is being sought. Due to student 
demand, the exchange will he open 
for longer hours next week, each 
day from 10 to 2 in the morning 
and from 4:30 to 7 In the evening.

with their first real test in 
weeks, the Colonial cagers took 
the hardwood tonigfit against 
the St. John's Redmen in the 
first game of a doubleheader in 
Madison Square Garden. 

Capt. Matt Zunic, high-scor- 
ing Buff star, made his first ap- 
pearance on a New York City 
court in his drive for Ali-American 
honors. In place of the injured 
Edsel Gustafflon at center, Coach 
Bill Reinhart started Ted Reich- 
wein, lanky 6 foot 3 inch sopho- 
more. 

It was the eleventh meeting be- 
tween the two teams in their mod- 
ern series. St. John’s holds a S' -4 
advantage over the Colonials de- 
spite the Buff’s win In Washington 
last year. 

Lapehlck vs. Refaiiiart Duel 

Before Garden tournament scouts 
in Washington’s Riverside Stadium 
last aeason Reinhart’s quint routed 
the famed Redmen 59-^2 in their 
beat game of the year. 

As a sidelight to the battle la 
the personal duel between the two 
coaches^Reinhart and Joe Lap- 
chtek of St. John’s. Since the two 
mentors first opposed each other, 
each has scored two victories and 
tonight's battle will decide the 
isaue. 

This Is G. W.’s first g^e In New 
York City in several years and St 
John's was the last Colonial opptv 
nent in the big city. 

Zimle May Be Drafted 

Rated overwhelming favorites, 
the Redmen went after their 11th 
win in 14 games this year in the 
Garden tonight. The Buff cagers 
carry a four-game winning streak 
Into the contest and have a sea- 
son record of 5. 

Coach Reinhart disclosed Just be- 
fore the game that It may be one 
of the Isst for Zunic. who has 
passed his Army physical exam and 
has been classified A-1. However, 
if the great G. W. forward is draft- 
ed. he win probably see action once 
more when his team faces Furman 
in the nation’s capital Thursday 
night 

’T wouldn’t be surprised tf I 
lose Zunic in a week,” the Colonial 
coach sobbed. • 

Baff Hopes Similar to IMl 

Leading the St. John's five on the 
floor was Capt. Jim White, long- 
shot artist and a leading scorer. 
Another crack ace who appeared to 
help In the attempt to sink the 
Buff was Johnny Geiten, speedy 
forward. 

Colonial hopes for victory teemed 
to lie in whether the Washington 
eourtmen can duplicate their sud- 
den brilliant outbreak of last sea- 
son. The setting is the same — St. 
John’s Is the favorite; the result 
hadn’t been decided when your cor- 
respondent filed this story. 

In tho second game of the twin 
bill, Long lalsnd’s crack Blackbirds 
will meet Duqueane in what la* 
scheduled as the feature contest.

Marine Corps Reserve’s Candidates' Class for Commission will 
take place here Friday, Speech Professor W. D. Bennett an- 
nounced this week. 

Lieut. Thomas F. MuUahey, Jr., U.S.M.C., who his been 
appointed Liaison Officer for the 
University, wilt receive the appli- 
cants In C-200 from 10 i.m. to 1 p.m. 
and from 4 to 7 p.m. in Prof. Ben- 
nett's office In the new' Auditorium. 

From among those applying, fif- 
teen seniors, eight Juniors, and 
three sophomores will he chosen for 
training In the Candidates' Class, 
successful completion of which will 
entitle the candidate to a second 
lieutenant's commission. Final 
choice of eligible candidates will be 
made sometime next month, when 
physical examinations will be made. 

To be eiigible for training, appli- 
cants must be; unmarried (and 
agree to remain so), between five 
feet six inches and six feet four 
Inches In height, willing to serve 
for the duration, candidates for 
B.A., B.S., or Engineering degrees, 
and able to pass the regular phy- 
sical examination required for ap- 
pointment to commissioned rank in 
the Marine Corps. Medical, dental, 
and theological students are not 
eligible. Nor are students already 
belonging to military organizations, 
including Army or Navy R.O.T.C. 

Qualified applicants will be en- 
listed In the Reserve for four years 
and will be appointed privates first 
class and placed on the inactive 
till until called for training. Juni- 
ors and sophomores will be en- 
couraged to remain on the Inactive 
list until they complete their work 
towards (heir degrees. However, 
should (he necessity arise for an 
earlier summons to active duty, at 
least six months notice wlU be 
given.

• ENROLLMENTS In the Civilian 
Pilot Training Course sponsored 
jointly by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority and the University have 
been temporarily suspended pend- 
ing the results of an investigation 
now being conducted by Army offi- 
cials to determine possible curtail- 
ment of civilian flying in strategic 
areas. So far only the Congressional 
Airport has b^n approved for 
civilian instruction purposes. 

Major Ames. University professor 
of Electrical Engineering now on 
duty In the Office of the Chief of 
the Air Corps, Operations Division, 
announced that applications for this 
training are ■till being accepted 
at his office in M. E. 311. on the 
corner of 21st and II streets. He 
also stated that classes will prob- 
ably be resumed soon. 

Candidates for admission to the 
course mutt pass a physical and 
present one year of college work. 
Total cost, Including books, physi- 
cal examination, and insurance, Is 
$23 for the primary course and $31 
for the advanced course.

• THE ENGINEERING SCHOOL Is going to offer summer 
school this year, but unlike most ol the rest of the University 
there will be but one 13-week semester. This term will com- 
plete and will offer all the courses regularly scheduled In the 
fall semester, which will begin early in October and will offer 
those courses regularly given in the spring semester. This 
will enable the Engineers to do a year and a half's work in 
one year, and thereby cut down the regular four year course 
to two and two-thirds years. This curtailment of time will 
permit engineers to get through their training in as short a 
period as possible and still get a complete degree.

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Professors Have Perfect Answer 
For Frequent Student Grrpe

• SO yoUR text has been changed 
again, and you're ready to go on 
strike? Sure, we know — you can’t 
use your best friend’s old books 
with all the chapters neatly out> 
lined in the margin. And you can’t 
borrow all of Jim’s eld notebooks, 
either. 'That makes it tough, 
doesn’t It — to have to go to all the 
lectures the whole semester. Very 
inconsiderate of the professor I 
Wonder why he did It? 

Well, he probably had a number 
of reasons. Professors d<H>'t change 
their textbooks for fun, you know; 
as we speedily discovered when we 
began asking them about It. When 
a professor is moved to change hts 
text, it reveals that he Is con« 
scientious enough to be willing to 
rework all his lectures around the 
new book. 

Professor Stone confessed that he 
has all his notes hi one book, and 
every time he changes, he has to 
transfer them himself. He believes 
that it Is a good idea, however, to 
change textbooks every three years 
In an English survey course for the 
simple reason that the second*hand 
copies get so full of students’ notes 
that it is hard to decipher the ma- 
terial. ^ 

Dr. Ames of the School of Engi- 
neering told us that every time he 
Introduces a new book to his 
classes, he. has to work out every 
one of the problems In It. and then 
the students usually hit the roof be- 
cause the going’s so tough. For 
that reason, when he changes, he 
gets the best and latest book out, 
and uses It for jrears. 

Professors In the law school, said 
Mias Newman, the law school 11- 
'brarlan, rarely change t^elr texts 
except to use later editions. It Is 
essential that they keep up to date. 


Although there ai« certain very 
old English cases which are still in- 
corporated in the new books, a 
great many cases are decided be- 
tween the old and new editions^ 
many of which are selected for 
Inclusion. 

Dr. Jarman of the education de- 
partment stated that tha basic prin- 
ciples of good teaching are the 
same yesterday, today and forever. 
But Just as clothes, made of the 
tame materials, change constantly 
In styles, so do books on education 
present basically the same things, 
but differ In their methods of 
presentation. He uses the book 
which he thinks makes the ma- 
terial clearest and most Interesting. 

When books get out of date, said 
Professor Britt of the psychology 
department, he naturally geta 
newer and better ones. Psychology 
Is a particularly fluctuating field. 
Knowledge la not static. What a 
professor teaches In 1942, he did not 
teach in 1938. And he certalntly 
hopes It is not what he will be 
teaching in 1962. New things are 
dally discovered, 'nils goes for any 
science. 

So you see, the professors aren’t 
just trying to be mean when they 
change your textbooks. They really 
have your Interest at heart!

• CLARENCE STREIT has devel- 
oped a formula which he believes 
will yield permanent peace for a 
war-sick world. In his Initial work, 
entitled UNION NOW, Streit advo- 
cated a union of all the democracies 
to prevent aggression on the part 
of the totalitarian states. Realizing 
the United States and Britain are 
the most powerful of the democ- 
racies Streit’s subsequent works 
have been devoted primarily to list- 
ing the advantages that would re- 
sult from tha union of these two 
major powers. 

Streit proposes to hsva the 
Union managed by a two-housed 
Legislature modeled after our 
Congress. Each nation or dominion 
would have equal representation In 
the upper house where the sole 
powqr to make war and peace would 
reside. Admittedly the British Em- 
pire would hold a majority In thla 
Senate, but Streit contends that the 
Dominions would be more apt to 
back the United States rather than 
blindly follow the lead of their 
Mother Country. Only the "self- 
governing peoples" of America and 
the Britlah Empire would be repre- 
sented In the lower house. We 
would surely dominate this body. 
Mr. Streit argues, for the UnitM 
States has 132 million as opposed to 
the 47 million in the Unlt^ King- 
dom. 

Wants to See AlUee Win 

Before we can objectively discuss 
this Union the writer feels it is 
necessary for him to assure his 
readers that he wants to set 
Britain win this war. No one but 
a mad man would contend our po- 
■itlOn would be bettered If Britan 
got knocked off. 

Should your neighbor be at- 
tacked in the tame dark alley as 
you It is natural you two would 
fight the thugs together. Once the 
gang Is disposed of. however, the 
chances are you’ll go your own 
separato ways again rather than 
live as ene forevermore. In like 
manner the fact Britain and the 
United States are now allies doesn’t 
mean it would be mutually ad- 
vantageous for us to berome per- 
manently united. 

Union now Is baaed on the under- 
lying principle that the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples should dominate the 


world. This necessarily assumes 
that all other peoples are to be held 
In check, If their ideas conflict with 
those of the members of the Union 
as to what is right and what is 
wrong. This brings up the' basic 
philosophical question, "Are any 
people so wise, so good and so just 
that they may rightfully dominate 
all other men?" 

Streit assumes that In the Senate 
of the proposed Union the Do- 
minions would qpt necessarily vote 
as the Mother Country desires. But 
there it no valid reasoning to justify 
this assumption. 

Britain plus the Dominions would 
constitute a permanent majority in 
the Senate that could easily out- 
vote the United States. You will 
recall this Senate would have the 
sole power to declare war and make 
peace, so were an aggressive war 
undertaken by Britain A Co. we 
would have no alternative blit to 
"go along." We could not with- 
draw as Streit favors an India- 
soluable union. 

When we come to tho lower 
house we find that an even greater 
paradox awalU us. Mr. Streit main- 
tains that our 132 million could out- 
vote the 47 million of the United 
Kingdom. After all the United 
Kingdom just conslsU of England. 
Scotland and Walts. What then of 
the Dominions? . Would they be 
conent to only be represented In 
the Senate? There are as we all 
know nearly half a billion subject 
peoples In the British Empire, 
would we be taxed to keep them in 
subjection so they would not be- 
come "free peoples” entitled to 
representation? 

There Is no executive to take care 
of administrative affairs In Strait’s 
set up. History proves the useless- 
ness of a government composed of 
a legislative body minus an execu- 
tive head. 

How the Union could exist with- 
out suitable courts to interpret the 
Uws passed by the Congress and 
to restrain the Congrtas from ex- 
ceeding Its delegated authority Is 
not apparent on the surface. 

Mr. Streit’s scheme seems un- 
sound in principle and unworkable 
In practice. Yet he deserves credit 
for looking beyond the dally grind 
and doing tome constructive think- 
ing about tha World of Tomorrow. 
Streit at least has presented a plan 
for securing world paece. This Is 
more than most of his critics, my- 
self Included, have done.

• FOR MANY, THE BEGINNING of tht Mcond semester means 
tiw end of old troubles and the recognition of new ones. Jinstead 
of worriyin* about a term paper, the student's attention may be 
■hlfted to the deadline for ilx or eight book reports, a seminar 
report, or the decision of a draft board.

•very aemeatcr. Concern over the budget, the news coverage, and 
personnel continues with us, and the prospect of the publication 
of a newipaper entirely free from these worries does not appear 
to tu as likely in the near future. 

The Hatchet'a basic aim is to inform the student body of cam- 
pus activity. It would seem logical, therefore, that news coverage 
should be our first worry. It Is. The other two— budget and per- 
aonnal— are essentlaly sub-worries, but they are important becauie 
they prevent us from performing our chief duty. 

So far this year, we have received several crltlclsma. The 
BnUnean, through tha Engineers’ Council wrote to say that 
they believed they were not receiving fair representation. We 
have heard of similar complaints from the Law School, and certain 
professors. We welcome such critlclams, of course. They point 
out our weakneaees and allow us to make improvements where 
«• had fonnerly believed no improvement was necessary. 

11 there are other obJecUoni we want to hear them. The 
Hatchet has always been a prize-winning paper, but resting on 
laurals ia .absurd and we realize it. 

At plwant, we are stewing over our financial set-up. This 
year. The Hatchet suffered a thousand-doUar slash in its appro- 
priation. This may sound rather odd Inasmuch as we received the 
UsulU $3,600 from the University. Our problem here is and haa 
•ta^s been advertising which supplies us with the rest of our 
''Wtnue. 

We are battling a trend of decreasing national advertising. 
Lost year, a thousand-doUar contract was not renewed. Cigarette 
compsnie- advertise less. We would not be carrying the adds of 
a nationally famous soft drink If we didn’t have a contract which 
has not yat run out When it does, we’ll lose this customer. 

This accounts mainly for the many four-page issues we have 
had to run thla year. Four-pagert are heartily hated by every 
Hatchet staff member. , 

The Student Council through which we receive our appro- 
priation haa recaivad the same amount of money from the Unl- 
varslpr for some yaara. It has not seen fit to Increase our 
allocmon, therefore. 

The connection between our budget and our coverage is 
clear enough. We cannot print as much news in four pages as 
we can In six pages. 

Our third problem is one of personnel. The Hatchet News 
Staff la compost of about 40 memberi, right now. At the begin- 
ning of the year, we bad close to 80. The reason for this is very 
rimplc. A lot of time' is required of new sttdf members. Hatchet 
leportert and adltors devota from two to thirty hours a week 
to the paper. 

With no remuneration of any form present Hatchet niembert 
must be genuinely Interested in the paper to tacrilice lo much 
time. This type of person la rare. We have our share of glory 
seekers but the fact that The Hatchet, unlike many campus 
organizations, is run on a merit basis only, contributes in keeping 
the staff below optimum size. 

The Hatchet la not asking for sympathy. What it desires is 
understanding and cooperation. If you have a beef, voice it. An 
idee to rales money, let ua know. It’s your paper.
